SACRAMENTO, Sept. 8.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] The California de- 
ciduous fruit season of 1912, which 
is drawing near a close, has been a 
successful one from every standpoint. 
The crop has den an average one, 
the transportation facilities have been 
good and the growers have made 
money. 
PEACHES AN EXCEPTION. 
Of all the varieties of deciduous 
fruits grown in California there has 
been only one this year that has 
failed to yield a satisfactory profit 
to the grower. This is the peach. 
While peach growers this year have 
made a slight profit, none of them 
has made big money. This is be- 
cause there was an unusually’ large 
crop of peaches in all peach-growing 
districts of the nation. Georgia had 
a phenomenal crop and so did Texas. 
Peaches from these two States came 
on the market about the same time 
as the product from California, and 
the result was that peaches brought 
@ very poor price. The average was 
probably not more than $10 a ton 
for the grower. 

CALIFORNIA LEADS. 
Excellent prices were obtained all 
season by the growers of plums, 
prunes and Bartlett pears. No other 
section of the world can compete’ with 
California in the production of these 
fruits, and the market quotations ofr 
them were good during the en- 
tire season. 

The principal product of the fruit 
lands yet to go forward is the grape. 
The grape crop will be much shorter 
this year than last and in  conse- 
quence much better prices will oe 
obtained. Prices for grapes this year 
will be satisfactory. 

FRUIT FOR THE EAST. 

F. B. McKevitt, manager of the 
California Fruit Distributors, estl- 


mated that the total number of cars 
of deciduous fruit shipped East this 
year will de between 11,500 and 
12,000. Last year the total shipment 
was about 12,500. The shipments. 
this year will be short principally 
in grapes. The total peach ship- 
ment will also be a little short of that 
of last year. The pear shipment this 
year ts exceedingly heavy and will 
surpass that of last year by several 
hundred cars. Because of the excel- 
lent prices offered in the East many 
growers have preferred to dispose of 


their product in that manner rather 


than sell to the local canneries. 
The crop of plums and prunes has 


also been large and the fruit has been 


of exceptional quality.

Sept. 8.—Yaqui 
Indians have taken to the warpath, 
adding new terrors to the _ rebel- 
harassed residents of Sonora along 
the Southern Pacific Railroad. 
A band of 100 Indians last night 
raided Realito, a hamlet on the Yaqui 


village officials. Then they attacked 
Colonia, near the Southern Pacific 
headquarters at Empalme, and killed 
two men, one woman and a child and 
wounded another woman. 

A Federal guard comprising an of- 
ficer and twelve men were at the 
Empalme railway station when the 
attack was made and they immedi- 
ately made off on foot toward Colonia. 

The soldiers met the inhabitants of 
Colonia fleeing before the Indians to- 
ward Empalme and because the non- 
combatants were between their pur- 
suers and rescuers the, latter were 
unable to direct an effective fire into 
the Yaquis. The Indians, however,

FIVE SOLDIERS KILLED. 
Of the dozen Federal soldiers who 
went out to meet the hostiles, five 
were killed and six wounded. One 
Yaqui dead remained on the battle- 
field when the Indians withdrew to 
the hills.

—2 Sectionse—Ohicf Duties Will 

to Keep Traffic Moving to 
Avoid Congestion. 

All mounted police officers have 
been detailed by Chief Sebastian to 
special patrol duty in the business So- 
tion of the city on South Main, Spring 
and Broadway this week, commencing 
at 8:30 o’clock this morning. 

The mounted men will co-operate 
throughout the day with the crossing 
officers and the patrolmen in prevent- 
ing traffic congestion by keeping all 
vehicles moving and eafeguard pedes- 

in crossing the streets. 

Lieut. Butler, in charge of the trat 
fic squad, will have immediate control 
of the mounted men. At the ‘street 
intersections the traffic officers will of- 
ficiate as usual. The patrolmen, their 
numbers greatly increased, take 
care of the crowds on the sidewalks. 
The mounted officers will look after 
the traffic in the streets.

LONG BEACH, Sept. %8%.—Tomor-. 
row morning Councilmen Humphries, 
Clapp and Pearce, accompanied by 
citizens and the Board of Public 
Works, will make a trip of inspection 
of the several pumping stations of 
the water department. 

This trip is preliminary to an offi- 
cial investigation of charges recently

Supply Users Today. 

SOUTH PASADENA, Sept. 8.—Fol- 
lowing the shutting of water off by 
the Glendale Water Company, which 
furnished water to the southwest por- 
tion of the city, in the Lincoln Park 
district, @ meeting was called in the 
Lincoln Park school house this 
evening to discuss the situation. Don 
Gates was made chairman and a com- 
mittee of six was appointed as fol- 
lows: Messrs. De Tyrrel, Walker 
Jones, Dr. A. C. Mathis, George Over- 
mayer, Salter and J. Herbert Vatch- 
er, Jr., to take up the matter of get- 
ting an attorney, and asking the court 
to mandamus the company; this 
would throw the case in court, but 
would result in having the water 
turned on at once, but it is thought 
nothing can be done until Tuesday, 
although the committee is still work- 
ing on the matter. 

Tomorrow morning the city sprink- 
ling wagons will deliver water to the 
residents affected, and until such time 
as the water is turned on again. Three 
members of the Board, Ernest Sut- 
ton, H. J. Vatcher, Sr., and Charles 
Wilson, with the City Attorney, John 
Carson, were present, and will work 
in conjunction with the committee 
and the residents. 

Ernest Sutton, president of the 
Board of Trustees of South Pasadena, 
called this afternoon on Ralph Rog- 
ers, who is the principal stockholder 
in the Glendale Water Company, to 
see what means could be devised to 
have the water turned on. Rogers 
told him if he would guarantee $100 
for thirty days, he would turn the 
water on, but Mr. Sutton stated he 
had no authority to do this. 

A main burst at Meridian and Palm 
avenues last evening and Mr. Rogers 
stated that it would take $50 to re- 
pair the pipes, as he had no money 
to do it with, he ordered the water 
shut off. 

As the situation now stands, those 
who are using the water supply fur- 
nished by this company claim the 
service is not worthy of a higher 
rate; that the water is not of the best, 
as they are compelled to boil same 
before using it, and that several cases 
of typhoid in that section is thought 
traceable to the water. supplied.

THE WEARING OF COLDARS. 


Passed Through Many Changes. 

[London Answers: ] Starch was 
never heard of in England until aft- 
er Queen Elizabeth came to the 
throne. 
& little startling, but ft is quite true, 
nevertheless. 

Elizabeth's father, oluff King Hal, 
was the first English monarch to 
wear any sort of neckband. That 
was Very plain, about an inch in 
depth, and made of lace. Yet only 
fifty years later an author of the 
times—Henry Peacham—writes: 

“He is not a gentleman, nor in the 
fashion, whose band of Italian 
work standeth him not at least three 
to four pounds. Yea, a seamtress 
in Holborn told me that there are

The origin of the present starched 
collar was the ruff. In the year 
1564 Queen Elizabeth first used a 
coach. Her coachman came from 
Holland. He was a man named 
Boenen, and his wife brought with 
her from that country the art of 


clean starching. 
Soon afterward, a certain Mme. 
en came from the Nether- 
lan and startéd a laundry with 
clear starching in London. A very 
good thing she made or rt, for the 
daughters of worthy citizens crowded 
to her to learn the art, and she 
charged them {5 apiece. Five 
unds was a lot of money in those 
Ual to at least £20 of mod- 
ern money. 
As soon as starching became com- 
mon starched ruffs took the place of 
the thin band of lace, and, like all 
new fashions throughout history, this 
one ran absolutely riot. 
Ruffs grew so large that they had 
to de supported by special wire 
frames. They were worn nine inches 
deep. Men and women adopted them. 
Special implements were used for 
starching them; these were known 
es “setting sticks,” “struts” and “pok- 
ing sticks.” The first two were made 
of woot or bone, the latter of iron. 
Higgins, a tailor, whose shop was 
at the corner of the Haymarket, in- 
vented a patent support for ruffs, and 
made a fortune out of it. He called 
ita “Piccadil,” and it is said that this 
was the origin of Piccadilly. 
Charies I is usually seen in pictures 
wearing a falling band of lace; but 
when he first came to the throne he 
wore the ruff. It was not until the 
fourth year of his reign that he took 
to the well-known lace neckwaie. 
The falling band became as extravwa- 


and cost a small fortune. 

The Civil War ended this fashion, 
and when Charlies II came back he 
brought with him the wig known as 
the peruke, which covered the back 
and sides of the neck. The result 
was that “bands” of lawn, such as 
judges still wear as part of their of- 
ficial raiment, came into . ~ 

Laced cravats followed in the time 
of William and Mary, to be soon su- 
perseded by the “stock,” buckled be- 
hind the neck and plaited in many 
folds. This fashion was very long 
lasting, and we have all read how 
the famous “Beau” Brummel would 
use a dosen a morning, until he got 
ono tied to his perfect satisfaction.

body. The work of Harrison, Carre! 
and Burrows in the artificial cultiva- 
tion of tissues is already well known. 
But Carrel has gone further. He has 
succeeded in developing a method by 
means of which the active life of a 
tissue outside of the body may ap- 
parently be rrolonged indefinitely. 
“By washing cultures of connect- 
we tissue in Ringer's solution and 
then placing them in a new medium 
the growth was made more rapid. 
and, by repeated washings and pas- 
sages, the occurrence of senility was 
prevented and the duration of lite 
was greatly prolonged. Some cultures 
were in this manner kept alive for as 
long as sixty days. Carrel’s technique 
is d upon the supposition that 
senility and death are the result of 
the accumulation of catabolic sub- 
stances and exhaustion of the medi- 
um. In its latest development his

It seeme that the older a culture 
was the quicker it grew. Generally 
the cultures remained very small, in 
spito of their constant growth, and 
frequently they diminished in size as 
the result of mechanical injury. con- 
centration of the medium, and 
microbic infection. 

“The possibility of preserving the 
functiénal capacity of a tissue in 
vitro for a long time was demon- 
strated by Carrel in the case of frag- 
ments of heart taken from the fetus 
of the chick. Such fragments were 
found to pulsate rhythmically at the 
beginning of the third month of life 
outside of the organism. A piece of 
heart muscle that had been culti- 
vated on January 17, and that had 
ceased pulsating one week later, was 
kept alive by a series of eleven wash- 
ings and passages until February 


“After its twelfth passage the cul- 
ture ceased growing. Then the tissue 
was dissected and the old plasms 
completely extirpated. A small cen- 
tral fragment of the culture, removed, 
washed, and placed in a new medium, 
began on March 1 to puleate at a 
rate that varied between sixty and 
eighty-four per minute. Three Gays 
later the pulsations stopped, but 
were n restored by another 
passage. In this manner, after suc- 
cessive passages, the functional 
power of the heart muscle was each 
time resusciated. On March 19 
the pulsations were irregular. 

“On the basis of these experiments 
Cartel concludes that ‘experiments 
made with these or with more per- 
fect techniques and followed over 
long périods of time may lead to the 
solution of the problem of permanent 
life of tiseves in vitro, and give m- 
portant information on the char- 
acters acquired by tissues liberated 
from the control of the organism 
from which they were derived.’ 

“The power of resuscitating the 
Mammalian heart after somatic 
death was demonstrated in the most 
spectacular manner over ten years 
ago by Kullabko of St. Petersburg. 
who succeeded in restoring for a 
period of two hours the pulsations 
to a human heart that had been re- 
moved at autopsy two days before, 
and that had been kept in a aefrig- 
erator. This experiment was ort- 
ly afterward repeated by Hering aad 
by numerous other physiologists. 

“At the present day, under the wis- 
ardry of modern biological methods, 
these wonders are surpassed, and at 
the same time there is opened up a 
world of infinite possibilities in the 
study of the vital functions of the 
tact organism.”

When the soft southern air 
was cleft that morning in April, 1861, 
by the shot which was fired into Ft. 
Sumter, the echoes were awakened not 
only in the hearts of the men of the 
nation, but in the hearts of the loyal 
women-——the wives, mothers, sisters, 


relatives to go—and before the rever- 
beration ceased, there was need for 
the deft hand of woman, and as ever 
in the history of the world, she arose 
to the emergency. 

The call for troops had hardly been 
sounded when the women began to 
gather to plan work for loved ones 
who were going to the front, leaving 

burdens to be borne by the no 
less brave an® loyal home-keepers. 


Soon these bands of women became 


Organized, and there was plenty of 
work for them. After the‘ war was 
over there was still work to do for the 
maimed, the sick and the widows and 
orphans, and many of these societies 
never disbanded. Thus, when Paul 
Van der Voort, Commander-in-Chief 
of the Grand Army of the Republic. is- 
sued his famous call to form an auxil- 
lary for the Grand Army, which they 
were to name “blessed,” there were 
plenty of patriotic women to respond. 

Massachusetts was full of feminine 
organizations, and Ohio, Pennsylvania, 
and several other States had bodies 
that sent representatives to that fa- 
mous meeting in Denver in 1883. The 
women formed a national body and

“The Civil War brought us face to 
face with the mightiest battle of mod- 
ern days.

When victory was won, it was 
a victory for the entire Union, North 
and South, for the Constitution and

proclamation to the world that any

nation, State or village government, 
would be a violation of the inalienable 
and guaranteed rights of every citizen 
ef the republia 

“The veterans of the Grand Army 
have been the means by which, in 
the providence of God, this nation has 
reached to the fuliness of the original 
Declaration of Independence. Nearly 
fifty years separate us from the last 
battle in which our veterans took part, 
and many of us forget or fail to rea- 
lize its full meaning. We know but 
a smal] army remains of the million 
ef men who from 61 to 65 answered 
the summons of country and entered 
upon the greatest confilct the world 
has ever known. How the memories 
rush back to us! Memories that re- 
call the moment when in the midst 
of peace, the cruel and gaunt hand 
of War sounded the alarm, and men, 
unused to war, hurried from the field, 
the workshop, the counting-room, or 
the sanctuary, ready to die, in order 
to pregerve the liberties of the nation; 
memories of years in which were 
erowded privations and dangers, 
forced marches and bloody battles, 
swamp encampments and prison 
pains; memories of a nation at peace, 
summoned to battle, and placing on 
foot, as by enchantment, larger armies 
than Napoleon ever commanded, with 
a line of battle stretching from ocean 
to ocean—anéd all in response to what 
the people considered a call to patri- 
otic duty. 

“The country has never falled to 
honor the memory of the men who 
died on the field of battle, nor to 
reverence and love the men who re- 
main—the veterans of its Grand 
Army. The Amertcan soldier was not 


the builder of a dynasty, nor the mere 
follower of a mighty leader. He was 
the defender of the inallenable rights 
guaranteed by the Constitution. The 
duty he loved was to preserve liberty 


for us, to save every star in the flag, 


and have a Republic “one and indi- 
visible.” 


THE GAR. BADGE. 

“As an associate member of Post 
Ten. G. A R., of Massachusetts, I wear 
a medal which proclaims that we 
stand by those who stood by us. We 
love them for what they have done 
for our country, and they will be 
gratefully remembered. The country 
which they fought to save is in our 
keeping. The good life of the indi- 
vidual is the best help toward making 
a great nation; good _ citizenship, 
honesty in government, integrity in 

blic life, readiness to help preserve 
the liberties of the people—these, in- 
deed, are the source of the patriot’s 
ambition.

FIRST CONGREGATIONA 

REV. GEORGE E. LOVEJOY. 

Rev. George Edwards Lovejoy of 
Lawrence, Mass, Department Com- 
mander of the Grand Army of the 
Republic in the Bay State, told a 
massed congregation at the First 
Congregational Church yesterday 
morning that the greatest danger to 
this republic lies within its own bor- 
ders through the prejudice and hatred 
inspired among the ignorant by for- 
eign radicals. 

Those present forgot that they were 
a religious service in their keen and 
fervent response to his splendid ap- 
peal to their patriotism. They ap- 
plauded vociferously, when Com- 
mander Lovejoy declared that a for- 
eigner should at least wait until his 
lungs had been filled with the pure 
air of American liberty and until he 
was able to read the Constitution 
of the United States in the language 
of his adopted country before daring 
to assume the sacred obligations of 
the ballot and before presuming to 
instill into this fair land his deadly 
anarchistic theories. 

The conservation of loyal patriotic 
service was the subject of Com- 
mander Lovejoy’s discourse and in 
its treatment he laid powerful em- 
phasis upon the grave responsibility 
which citizenship lays upon every 
individual 

“Democracy in the western dem 
phere,” he said, is still in its expert- 
mental stage, and while men of to- 
day are enjoying the fruits of the 
labor of their forebears who estab- 
lished and protected this splendid 
government, their chief aim should 
be to cultivate a greater apprecia- 
tion of the vital truths for which 
their ancestors worked and fought. 

ON PROGRESSIVHIEM. 

“We hear much today of progreastv- 
um.“ continued the speaker, “but 
true progress is always desirable, 
but truth will insist that all real 
growth, whether of individuals or of 
nations, be brought about through 
edherence to noble principles and 
through co-operation with the eternal 
jaw of justice. There never can be 
any progress attained through de- 
struction, elther of property or of the 
fundamental laws of right upon which 
a free government has con- 
structed. 

“Greece and Rome were powerful 
commonwealths. They gained their 
own independence; they were rich; 
they could repel their foes, and when 
necessary, could wage aggressive war- 
fare upon their enemies. Greece and 
Rome fell, not because of the su- 
neriority of the vandal and Goth, but 
through the faflure of their citizens 
to cultivate the great ideal of in- 
dividual responsibility. This it was 
that opened the gates to their ene- 
and is which, if this 

ntry ever will be th 
of its undoing. 

“Our modern society is in a ferment. 
In all of our great cities there is to 
be found a class of people who have 
no sympathy with existing social or- 
der, people whose foolish dreams have 
been fostergd by irresponsible and 
snorant foreigners who are conspira- 
tors against all existing institutions. 
At such a time this the country needs 
above all else that true loyalty to our 
Constitution and to our system of gfov- 
ernment which has made us a world 
rather than a 

faith in fore radicals

PAST COMMANDER RASSIDUR. 

The fallacy of the “equal distrfbu- 
tion of wealth” was exposed yesterday 
by Maj. Leo Rassieur, Past Comman- 
der of the G.A.R., in a speech before a 
representative audience in the 
T. W. C. A. auditorium. Maj. Rassieur 
declared that the persons who were 
clamoring for a so-called equitable 
distribution were non-producers and 
were not capable of creating wealth or 
prosperity for themselves. 

He dwelt on the necessity of m- 
structing the boys and young men in 
the art of war and when he conclud- 
ed by saying that if this were done 
the nation would be safe from any 
half-dozen world powers he brought 
his auditors to their feet in a burst 
of applause. 

“We have,” said Maj. Rassteur, “a 
set of fanatics who demand that the 
wealth of the nation be piled up and 
then distributed. The hopeless use- 
lessness of such a proceeding 16 at 
once apparent. If that were done the 
lazy ones would settle back to a pe- 
riod of idler ease and when their pelf 
ran out would demand a second re- 
distribution and a third and so on un- 
til the end of time. 

“In our capabilities we are unequal 
and so our rewards must be unequal. 

“Our social fabric wfll prevail as 
long as we allow an honestly man- 
aged ballot box to decide our great 
questions. A class exists that would 
decide by brute force whether they are 
right or wrong. If they prevail our 
nation is naught. The belligerents tn 
our social fights must submit their 
difference to the nation for a judicial 
review and a judicial decision. If their 
cause is right they will prevail. It 
their cause is wrong they are ene- 
mies to the nation and to the law and 
order and perforce must be subdued. 

“Our boys should be taught the art 
of war.

In all civil wars of which history 
makes mention an insurrection of thought 
has preceded an insurrection of arms. Our 
own history is an example of this truth. 
At the time of the formation of this gov- 
ernment many statesmen were opposed to 
slavery but saw no way to rid the country 
of it. Washington—himself a, slave holder 
as opposed to it, and Jefferson—also a 
slave holder—said concerning the peculiar 
institution: “I tremble for my country 
when I reflect that God is just.” 

Of the first twelve Presidents of, the 
United States eight were southerners and 
slave holders. The next three were “north- 
ern men with southern principles.” Mil- 
lard Fillmore signed the fugitive slave bill. 
Franklin Pierce was the superserviceable 
slave of the South, and James Buchanan 
endeavored to force slavery upon Kansas 
and Nebraska. 

Until slavery—aggressive by that very 
necessity of its nature which demanded 
expansion as a condition precedent to its 


existence—trepealed the Missouri Compro- | 


mise the North was content not to inter 
fere with it where it existed. The banks, 
the exchanges, the pulpits, the press, the 
bar, the bench, the social forces—North as 
well as South—either defended it or were 
indifferent concerning it. If the restless 
politicians of the South, Davis, Yancey, 
Toombs, Benjamin Mason, Floyd, Brecken- 
ridge and their associates had been content 
to let the Missouri Compromise alone slav- 
ery might still have existed, although it 
must ultimately have perished, for it was 
at war with the advancing civilization of 
the world. 

Although Buchanan was elected Prest- 
dent in 1856 by . 1,838,169 votes against 
1,841,264 votes cast for Fremont, and 874 
534 given to Fillmore, yet the unexpect- 
edly large vote for Fremont, and the fall 
ure of Buchanan to force slavery upon 
Kansas and Nebraska warned southern 
statesmen that the day of their domina- 
tion in national politics was at an end. 
For half a century and more they had con- 
trolled Federal legislation and held posses- 
sion of the White House, the Cabinet 
Offices, the ambassadorships, the consul- 
ships, the judiciary and the army and 
navy. The northern vote for Fremont no- 
tified them that the sceptre of national 
power would soon be stricken from their 
grasp, and they proposed to organize. a 
republic of their own in which they could 
hold all the offices. A threatened danger 
to slavery was the excuse for secession, 
but the real motive that impelled southern 
politicians to organize the Confederacy 
was a determination to hold on to the 

During the months which succeeded the 
election of Mr. Lincoln, and before his in- 
auguration, the southern States organized 
the Confederacy and the work of organ- 
izing, drilling and arming troops went for- 
ward. Floyd of Virginia, Buchanan's Sec- 
retary of War, encouraged, or at | per- 
mitted, the seizure of the Fed forts 
and arsenals in the South, and Buchanan 
defended his own inaction with the soph- 
istry that “the South had no right to se- 
cede and the United States had no right 
to prevent her from seceding.” 

Lincoln’s firm but peace-beseeching in- 
augural address, wherein he told the South 
that she “could have no conflict without 
being herself the aggressor,” delayed the 
outbreak of armed hostilities for a few 
weeks. 

Then Sumter’s guns awoke the torpid 
giant of the North and he sprang to his 
feet with the war cry upon his lips. He 
called upon his sons to come to the rescue 
of their country and they came. God, how 
they came! “Swart-browed labor from the 
red forge,” and “wall-eyed prudence from 
the figured ledger.” The plow was left in 
the furrow, the loom was untended, the 
shuttle unthrown, the hammer dropped, 
the shop closed and the life of the land 
swarmed around the recruiting stations. 

As the war progressed the views of 
northern men rapidly changed. From Re- 
publicans who did not wish to interfere 
with slavery where it existed they became 
determined to put an end to it wherever 
the flag floated, and when the time came 
they pointed their ballots in the same dl 
rection that they had pointed their guns. 

We may forget the Civil War in the 
sense of holding no animosity against 
those who fought for the Confederacy, but 
we shall never forget it in the sense of 
failing to remember the services of those 
who battled for the Union. 


Half a century has rolled away since the 


land resounded to the tread of a million 
men, armed and marshaled for battle. and 
after all these years its memories still stir 
the blood like the blare of trumpets. Who 
that lived in those days can ever forget 
the glories and the successes of that war, 
the electric enthusiasm it inspired, the up- 
lifted atmosphere of patriotism and high 
endeavor it created for the breathing of 
the newly unshackled North? Who can 
forget how the blood went leaping from 
the northerm heart in wild surges of pas- 
sion for freedom long suppressed but lib- 
erated at last by the assaults upon the 
Hag, and coming as the tide comes on far 
northern coasts in one wall of power, with 
every broken prejudice submerged in its 
mighty volume, rushing up the sands with 
voice of thunder and crest of steel? The 
drums tapped and the bugles called.

loyal to country, faithful to liberty, gone 
to God on chariots of freedom's fire.

of the industry has been in recent years is 
shown by the increase in the amount of 
sugar produced from beets which has 
grown from 72,000,000 pounds In 1899 to 
nearly 1,200,000,000 pounds in the present 
year, an increase of over 1600 per cent. 

At the present time the beet-sugar in- 
dustry is established in seventeen States, 
with seventy-one factories in operation and 
several others in course of construction. 
Half a million acres are planted to sugar 
beets, and $45,000,000 a year is distributed 
to farmers, laborers, transportation com- 
panies and sellers of supplies in the opera- 
tions connected with the making of beet 
sugar. How far this is from representing 
the sugar-producing capacity ot / the country 
is shown by the fact that the area estimated 
by the Department of Agriculture as adapt- 
ed to sugar-beet growing comprises roundly 
275,000,000 acres, and that the use of one 
acre in every 200 of this area for beet cul- 
jure would enable us to produce all the 
sugar we now import.

days long or short; that man is the 
result of a direct creative act, or of 
evolution; that the Bible is all from 
God, and equally inspired in all its 
parts; thet there is or is not a fu- 
ture probetion; that future punish- 
ment te limited or eternal, but it de- 
mands faith in — the Christ—e 


of God and 
Savior of men. 

“Some hold aloof from the church 
and refuse to obey Christ, becausa, as 
they say, there are some h tae 
and bad men in the church. True, 


these; they are stumbling blocks to 
sinners, offensive in the sight of God, 
and destructive to the soul's highest 
good, yet the disciples of Christ are 
the salt of the earth, and the light 
of the world. 

“The root of worship is, however, 
in its last analysis moral, not intel 
lectual. The test is in the will, He 
that willeth to do My will shall know 
of the doctrine, whether it be of God 
or I speak myself.’ ‘He that believeth 
in Me hath the witness in himself.’ 
The ground of the demand for faith 
is in the fact that God made man in 
His own image, and faith is the re- 
sponse of the divine in us to the di- 
vine in Christ.”

In a sermon filled with eloquent ref- 
erences to the great men of the Civil 
War and their services to the coun- 
try, Rev. Baker P. Lee preached at 
Christ Episcopal Church yesterday, 
taking as his theme the first two 
words ef the Lord's Prayer—“Our 
Father.” He said in part: 

“Lincoln's brief speech at Gettys- 
burg is a literary gem of puissant pa- 
triotiem, loyal logic and profound 
philosophy, and it will shine forever 
in the crown jewels of human elo- 
quence, yet place it along side of the 
Lord’s Prayer, phrase for phrase,

thought for thought, word for word, 


and you see at once the utter futility 
of Jesus with other men. 
That splendid phrase of Lincoln's 
used by Webster in 1830, ‘The govern- 
ment of the people, by the people 
and for the people’ may be traced 
back for centuries to the Wrycliffe 
Bible of 1384. 

“On the day before yesterday while 
attending a banquet of his army post, 
Gen. McArthur was speaking to his 
old friends, when suddenly he stopped, 
a bleod vessel had burst in his brain 
and he slipped to the floor semi-con- 
ecious, and as these one hundred old 
veterans gathered around him with 
tear-dimmed eyes, they lifted their 
voloes with one accord in the grand 
old prayer, ‘Our Father,’ as the soul 
of their comrade passed out upon the 
wings of the morning. 

“When a distinguished army officer 
crawied from the icy waters of the 
North Atlantic onto a life raft from 
the sunken Titanic, he found thirty 
others standing in water up to their 
knees, with hands on each other’s 
shoulders, and fearing to move lest 
the raft be upset. For long hours 
through the night they drifted, ex- 
pecting death, yet hoping for the 
dawn and the coming of the Carpa- 
thia, and during those dreadful hours, 
says the officer, the only memory is 
that of a clear voice leading and all 
others gladly joining in a score of 
times that old yet ever new and per- 
sonal cry, ‘Our Father who art in 
heaven,’ and this paternal relation- 
ship includes the fraternal. Father 
means brother. 

“We mean by this, not a blind force, 
inviolable law, but a living person, for 
prayer is not so much a sound from 
the lips as an act of the heart. It is 
not horizontal but vertical. When we 
can truly and intelligently call God 
‘our Father’ then a new meaning is 
ven to each hour of our daily life, 
a new vigor to our prayers, a new 
glory to our trials and the heavenly 
home. This is the most beautiful of 
all metaphors and the same figure 
used in the matchless story of the 
prodigal. God is omnipresent, and yet 
God ts localized. God is everywhere and 
yet He is particularly in His Holy Tem- 
ple. Worship God in nature only and 
He becomes as intangible as a cloud 
or mirage, but worship Him in. His 
Temple and your whole being is drawn 
to the foous of the altar and under 
the shadow of the cross we repeat 
the solemn words of divine privilege, 
‘our Father.” Our Leader ts unseen, 
but real. We possess but one dread- 
nought, the Bible; our Army is the 
church; our repeating rifies are in the 
pulpit; and our one standard is the 
cross. 

“This prayer is not so much a sound 
from the lips as an act from the heart. 
Hastening from Manila on a fast

Rev. Junius B. French, pastor of 
the Broadway Presbyterian Church, 
Ft. Worth, Tex., preached yesterday 
et Immanuel Presbyterian Church. 
Dr. Boyd, a physician of the Canton. 
China, mission, addressed the Sun- 
day-school, illustrating his talk with 
stereopticon views. Dr. Boyd's two 
children were baptized during the 
morning service. 

Dr. French took his text from the 
“Suffering Song,” in Isaiah 53: Sure- 
ly He hath borne our griefs and car- 
ried our sorrows.”

But we go further than the Jew 
and assert that Jesus was this Mes- 
siah. The prophesies of hundreds of 
years find their exact fulfillment in 
Jesus, the Messiah. A man in Con- 
grees is described as Ueitng six feet 


tall But a number would answer | 


to that description. He is described 
as weighing 200 pounds, but a num- 
ber would fill that description. It ts 
further said he lost an arm in bat- 
tle, but that would be true of a num- 
ber of Congressmen. All of these 
things and 100 others would not fit 
any one of them. The probabilities 
of Jesus answering to the Messiah 
rise in geometric proporition till the 
moral probability is all but over- 
whelming. 

“The mediatorial work of the Mes- 
mah is called a doctrine of blood but 
he found the law of substitution ac- 
tive in the conduct of war. The sub- 
stitute who went to battle and was 
killed was innocent, but took the 
place of another, and shed his 
diood.“ 

The argument against the justice 
and goodness of God in compelling 
Jesus to suffer, the preacher met by 
quoting Jesus’ own : 1 have 
power to lay down my life and to 
take it up again.’ 

A final argument against God as a 
God of love, the minister replied to 
by pointing out that heathen religions 
knew only gods of lust and cruelty 
and falseness. Christianity alone dis- 
closed a God of love. In building up 
his argument of positive proof for 
the vicariousness of Christ's death, 
he drew a picture of the released 
Barabbas ae one of the crowd who 
went outside the gates to see the. 
innocent Christ suffer the Roman 
death penalty. He d4magined Barab- 
bas somewhere on the outskirts of 
the crowd and when he saw the 
meek Nazerene suffer and die, say- 
ing: “You have suffered in my 
place.” «

Taking as his text, Deut. 31:19, 
“Now therefore. write ye this song 
and teach thou it the children of 
Israel; put it in their mouths that 
this song may be a witness for Me 
against the children of Iarcel,“ Duet. 
81:19, Rev. C. T. Murphy addressed 
his congregation yesterday at St. 
Athanasius Episcopal Church, saying 
in part: 

“The primary purpose of church 
music is here disclosed. Inspired 
words set to inspiring melodies are 
written, taught and put into our 
mouths to awaken the sense of God, 
to deepen our feeling of His power, 
holiness and love, and so to lead use 
by the way of penitence into obedi- 
ence to His beautiful will. The music 
that caters to other sentiments—that 
aims only to attract, to entertain. to 
play on the emotions—has no right- 
ful place in divine worship. 


“The power of music, and espe-| 


~ 


cially of song, has long been recog- 
nized. Politics and patriotism alike 
claim its help to stir enthusiasm. The 
value of music in the moral develop- 
ment of the young is receiving atten- 
tion at the hands of educators. 

“This brings us to our point: The 
importance of church music in the 
training of the young. In the pre- 
adolescent period God has provided 
in children the capacity and disposi- 
tion for memorizing by the help of 
rhythm and tune the precious truths 
of His love. Then the psalms, the 
canticles and the great hymns of the 
faith, should be taught, to remain 
in their hearts fcr life. The wonder- 
ful power of the best and highest 
sacred music in the formation and 
reformation of the character of boys 
has been conclusively shown in the 
choirs of the church for hundreds of 
years. A boy who has received a 
good choir training is always marked 
for good all his days thereby. Why 
this proven scriptural principle of 
moral training is not used more wide- 
ly is hard to understand. The tink- 
ling, sentimental, low-class nonsense 
put into children’s mouths as Sun- 
day-school hymns is contrary to sound 
pedagogy as well as sound doctrine. 
I am convinced that a course of the 
best voice culture, with rigid training 
in the highest and most elaborate 
masterpieces of sacred music, would 
do wonders in improving the boys in 
the reform schools.”

Clergymen and Qlergymen 
to Talk Over Better Way of Tak- 
ing Religion Into the Battle Camps 
of the Nation—Round-Table D. 
cussion Planned. 


The Conference of Chaplains of the 
Army, Navy, National Guard and the 
Chaplains of the Civil War, at the 
First Methodist Church at Sixth and 
| Hill streets, is to be begun Thursday 
morning at 10 o’clock. 

Addresses are to be delivered 
Bishop Johnson and Bishop Conaty, 
Dr. Locke, Dr. Brougher, and Chap- 
lain-General Jones of the G. A. R., and 
by chaplains of the Army and Navy, 
showing the relations of the churches 
to the armed forces of the nation. The 
clergymen will represent the ch 
and the chaplains will represent the 
need of the support of a lively public 
interest in them and their problema. 

In the afternoon beginning at 3 
o’clock, the chaplains will conduct a 
round-table on the problems in each 
of their branches of the service, the 
Army, the Navy and the National 
Guard. Sessions will be held at 7:30 
in the evening and at 9 a.m. and 3 
p. m. Friday at the same place. To 
these round-table meetings all who are 
interested in the deeply important 
questions of the moral and religious 
welfare of soldiers and sallors will be 
cordially welcomed, and especially the 
clergy of the city and surrounding 
towns, as these are problems not of 
the chaplains only, but of the churches 
as well.

Relating to the Army—Pastoral op- 
portunities of chaplains among the of- 
ficers and their families in garrison 
fe, and of the soldiers and their 
families, and of the civilian comm un- 
ity living in the environs of posts; re- 
‘Ngious opportunities in hospital, bar- 
racks and guardhouse; post chapels, 
post schools, libraries, reading- rooms, 
recreations; multiplication of squad- 
rooms, in order to reduce the number 
of men to each room, minimising the 
corrupting influence of the profane, 
the obscene and vulgar and the en- 
couragement of morality; t 
af chaplains for —f —ä ——ẽ— — 
camps of tnstruction, etc. 

Relating to the Navy—Problems on 
ship, and the opportunities of chap- 
lains; opportunities while in port; op- 
portunities and problems at navy 
yards and on training ships; the ur- 
gent need of more chaplains for the 
navy. 

National Guard—Opportunities and 
problems in camps of instruction, and 
in the armories, and with men at 
home; saloens in the vicinity of ar- 
mories.
